OW the.talo is complete. 

‘Sir Vivian Fuchs has 
replied, and hia triumph has 
that touch of. poetic triumph 
in that his journey finished 
within the shadow of that 
wooden cross which was 


erected ‘at Hut Point to the 
memory of Captain Scott 
and his men who gained 
immortality in the snow. 


On the Scott Memorjal are 
carved theso words from 
Tennyson's Ulysses: “To 
strive, to seck, to find, and 

- not to yleld.” Surely such 
words which form the 
epitaph for the earlier 
explorer have been snatched 
from tho hands of Death to 
become tho inspiration of 
the victorious living. 


It seems but a week or two 
ago that wo heard that 
Sir Vivian Fuchs should 
abandon his journey before 
the terrible Antarctic winter 
should demand tho lives of 
him and the party he led. 
But Fuchs refused to yield, 
and teday, not only we of 
the Commonwealth of 
Nations, but the’ whole world 
rejoices in his triumph.

The Sovict Union proposed ina letter published 
tonight that East-West Foreign Ministers 
should meet in Geneva next April to prepare 
for 4 summit conference two months later. 


But it sald o “firm = agrec- 
ment" on the date for summit 
inlks should be reached before 
the Foreign Ministers meet.

French Forelgn Minister, on 
Saturday, were: issued here 
tonight by the Sovict News)

written by Mr Andrei Gromyko, 
Soviet Foreign Minister.

French policy in Algeria did 
not harm French interests os 
the statements “dealt only with 
the outdated policy of colonfal- 
ism, which is opposed by many 
prominent Frenchmen.” 
. Russia thought ‘there was 
ttle hope of a solution there 
while the French Government 
attempted to settle the issue “by 
force of arms," . 

Mr Gromyko sald Russia sup- 
ported better . relations with 
France, including economic re- 
lations and ho asked M. Pineau 
to continue to exchange viows

Russian East-West con- 
ference terms today 
heightened Western fears 
that Moscow was at- 
tempting to force a sum- 
mit meeting by “steam.

This was the first appraisal 
by diplomatic sources of the 
jatest terms for pre-summit and 
summit talks sct out by Russia 
In a note to France. 

The note was still under offl- 
clal study by the big Western 
powers and will be further 
examined in Nato’s permanent 
Council in Paris this week. - 

But a. preliminary appraisal 
srbowed, according to authorita- 
tlve diplomatic officials, the 
Sovict standiug firm on all 
major Issues of the cold war,

Seato Sounds A Grim Warning 


Communism—Threat To Asia 


An Official Report By 
_ Organisation’s 
_~ Secretary-General 


Communist subversion, inspired and as 


.Manila, Mar. 4. 
sisted from without, 


continues to be the chicf immediate threat to the security 
of the South-East Asia Treaty Organisation area, an 
official report published here today said. 

The report is from Seato’s Thai Secretary-General, Mr Pote Sarasin, and 
is issued in connection with the fourth meeting of the Council of 
Ministers of Seato — United States, Britain, France, Pakistan, Aus- 


tralia, New Zealand, Thailand* and The Philippines. 


The council 


meeting is being held at Manila from March 10 to 18. 

The 23-page report said recent developments in some parts of the Seato 
aren had shown that there was no cause for complacency in consider- 
ing either the military or the non-military threat to freedom. 


The report, which gives on 
account of the work aad deve- 
fopment of ‘Sento in, Its third 
year, said: “The threat of open 
aggression—the moin danger to 
the countries’ of the treaty orea 
at the thne Seuto was cs- 
tablished — has for some time 
been veiled. . 


Tactical 


“This is regarded by the 
governments of the  Seatu 
nations as a tactical move on 
the part of the Communist 
powers and, aware that the 
build-up of Communist milifary 
strength has not siockened, they 
are maintaining their vigilance,” 

Dealing with “the Communist 
threat,” the report sald that in 
the pnat. year there had been a 
significant lightening of the 
Communist ranks, follewing the 
disruption caused by events In 
Poland and Hungary. 


London, Mar. 3. 


i added: “Having - re- 
established thelr grip! .on the 
Communist world, the Sovict 
lenders have adopted a harder 
foreign policy line, especintly In 
the Middle East and Europe. 
They have brandished the thrert 
of rocket and nuclear destruc- 
tion; created new tensions In the 
Middle East; and undermined all 
efforts to reach a disarmament 
agreement, *, 

“AL the same time they hold 
out the prospect of peaceful co- 
existence on terms, the accept-

‘The report sald that it was 
against this background that 
internatianzl Communism con- 
tinued to pursuc its course of 
subversion and cconomic and 
political penetralion In South 
tnd South-East Asia. 

Stating, that Asin, as well as 
the Middle East, had always 
been regarded by the Com- 
munists as nn perticularly 
favouruble target for early ex- 
panion of their influence, the 
report conUnued: “There is no 
evidence that the present Com- 
munist leadership deviates from 
this view, and much to show 
that they continue to work 
towerds the eventual domina- 
tion of free Asla. 


“The current abstention by 
the Communists from violent 


ond oggressive moves in the 
Treaty aren, far from implying 
any modiflention of these alms, 
fs Just another phase in their 
continuing struggle for domina- 
tion.” 


In Contrast 


It said that in contrast to the 
earlier tactics “of seeking — the 
immediate overthrow by force 
of some non-Communist govern- 
ments in the aréa, the Com- 
munist powers were now trying 
by “stomingly legitimate” 
means to create a favourable 
climate for exponsion of their 
influence, 


It sald that an important de- 
velopment in 1957 was the cx- 
tension of the Communist eco- 
nomic offensive, . 


The report sald that despite 
the “flexible approach" adopted 
by the Communists towards the 
various countries of South and 
South-East Asia, their record of 
action showed thot thelr ulti- 
mate objective had always 
been, and still was the over-~ 
throw of legittmate governments 
and the subjugation of peoples.

Well done, MCC. You have often been accused of acting 
slowly. But now you have shown a lead to other 
sports. Amateur cricketers know where they stand, 

The MCC report on amateurism is the outcome of five 
months’ investigation by a committee of which 1 
had the honour to be a member, 

From the start I was impressed by the thoroughness with 
which every aspect of thig problem was appronched. 


You may not agree with all 
the committee's findings. But, 
at loust, their knowledge and 
experience are undisputed, 

Bo clear on gne point. Most 
professionals believe that the 
amateur approach is good for 
cricket. They cnjoy playing 
with, and under, amatcurs. 

First-class cricket today is 
public property. Every facet of 
It comes under the — microscope 
of Press, rodio, and television, 
together with an almost’ be- 
wildering mass of literature and 
debate. - 

In all the publicity the word 
“amateur” hay fallen Into dis- 
repute, 

Call them “cricketers.” Pay 
them all, argued some, Neither 
Is the answer. 

An amateur Is someone wha 
tg NOT paid for playing, how- 
ever, indirectly. : 


Amatcur Status 


Amateur status ty NOT in- 
{ringed by a county appoint- 
ment such as sccretary-caplain 
provided that, over the year, 
the captain mekes a full-time 
contribution to his secretarial 
work, 

Men like Desmond Eagar of 
Hampshire and Charles Palmer 
of Leicestershire have breathed 
jie and strength Into their 
counties. And they have devoted 
long hours to their secretarial 
work. 

They could not have done so 
{f the countics had not given 
them a living. 

Whatever job an . amateur 
cricketer docs he should justify 
himself In it irrespective of his 
reputation as a cricketer, 

Let me be frank. The people 
who offend are those “non- 
professionais” given jobs 
through which they play full- 
time cricket but who vir- 
tually nothing in return. They 
ARE paid for playing cricket. 

“Broken-time” for amateurs 
on overseas tours is recom- 
mended so that England can 
ficld the strongest possible side 
abroad, . 

In the past ao number of 
brilliant amateur cricketers 
simply could not afford to tour, 
The problem of helping them 
without breaking their amateur 
status. wos, until now, con- 
sidered insurmountable, 


Expenses Only 


The English amateur receives 
expenses only, He should not 
be financially embarrassed in 
order to play fur his country 
abroad. 

Equally, he should not MAKE 
any moncy. 

‘A tour to Australia or South 
Africa means six months away. 
At home the season lasts four 
months, The amateur is not 
obliged to play six days a week. 

So he can still find time to 
keep up with business, 

One of the trucst amateurs 
today is David Sheppard, who, 
even though he docs not play 
regularly for Sussex, still has 
the ability to play for England 
without a lot of match practice. 

Those with tho gifts uf David 
Sheppard are few. * No ordinary 


amateur can afford to play in 


our first-class programme—the 
hardest in the world—uniess he, 
hos a sympathetic employer. 

If he devotes enough time to 
his job, whother in business or 
cricket administration, he Js not 
PAID to PLAY cricket. He Is 
an amateur, 

I will give you my own posl- 
tion, I enjoy éricket. Ido 
NOT play {t for financial gain. 

If I had not got a job which 
allowed me to play regularly, 
my first-clzes cricketing days 
would have been few. 

I om lucky, But out of scason 
I try to make up for lost time 
at business. 


A. Problem 


Advertising is a complicatlon. 
This hus been o problem for o 
long time. 

Some professionals think they 
alone should capitalise upon 
prowess at cricket. 

There are limits beyond 
which the amateur should not 
go, I agree that amateurs 
should not cheapen themselves 
by advertising goods not con- 
nected with cricket.

The first 
‘performance, on Thurs- 
day, is at the University, 
and the other in Wah Yan 
College, Kowloon on Fri- 
day. . Both concerts begin 
at 8.30 p.m., and tickets 
are available from mem- 
bers of the cholr or from 
Moutries. 


The programme is varied and 


should appeal to. all lovers of 
choral music. The first half of 
the concert consists of Men- 
delssohea’s ‘well-known “Hymn 
of Praise," which includes the 
very beautl{ul chorale “Let all 
men praise the Lord” and the 
equally delightful “I waited for 
the Lord” for a Soprano duct 
and the chorus. The soloists in 
this work are Margaret Snins- 
bury, Soprano; Hilda Carr, 
Soprano; and Robert Witcher, 
Teoor, The accompanist for the 
wholo concert is Robert Bell.

10 minutes after the concert 
was duo to begin, there was a 
“general post’ and those mem- 
bers of the audience at the back 
were brought forward and those 
in the balcony were brought 
downstairs, Such a move hod 
the unpleasant consequence that 
people who paid 10 dollars for 
thelr seats had others who paid 
only three dollars sitting in 
better seats than they’ were, and 
naturally thls led to bad feeling, 

At 6,45, a gang of stage-hands 
appeared and shifted the piano 
backwards and forwards dircct- 
ed by a gloved hand waved fron 
the wings. This {is ao point 
which should have been arringed. 
half an hour before the frst 
member of the audience arrived. 


Interruption 


The recital began at 8.50—20 
minutes late. Even while Misa 
Liao was singing further mem- 
bers cf the audience were allow- 
ed into the hall to take thelr 
seats. After all this delay and 
{uterruption it was only {o be 
expected that the audlenco wero 
restless and Inclined to be talka- 
tlve which must have been most 
distracting to the performers, 

I am Pleased to sny that the 
performers\ showed Iittla signs 
of deing put off, certainly they 
wero less distracted than I was, 
Miss Lino hos a very good tone 
anti moderate power; she show- 
ed that she was well able to 
“carry” her intonation through 
quite long unaccompanicd pas- 


sages in her singing of ‘Jc suls 
'Titania” from Mignon. However, 
she has not enough drive and 
has not yet Icamt to project 
herself sufficiently sing 
grand operatic roles. 


Blind Choir 


On the concert platform, 
curtaing do not servo any really 
useful purpose. ‘When they are 
held forward and upwards about 
three feet. so that the cholr can 
arrange themselves behind 
them; whem they ore xcleased 
to fall'on tho’ singers and dis- 
arrange Hhels hale, nen they 
ore pulled; then cy becomo 
B farce. Far better 1s it to 
eave them open, 

. The cholr’ of the Trotning 
Centre for tho Blind had to 
suffer thes: indignities when 


appeared ond fitted up, very 
nolsily, two loud-spealers which: 
then had fo be tested while the 
cholr wero still singing by 
blowing into’ the microphone 
and tapping it and then turning 
up the goin until the obvious 
“howlback” ensued, 

The cholr © showed reat 
Presence of mind and persisted 
resolutely with their singing. 
There has been a noticable {m- 
provement even in the three 
woeks since I last heard them. 
They are now. learning to con- 
frol their volume ond achieve 
quite a passable piano, I ain 
alwuys most impressed by the 
tremendous strides that these 
pupils are making in the very 
short time which this Training 
Centro has been formed. 


. Bad _ Management 


I had thought and hoped that 
flash-light - photographers had 
fiaaily been driven out of our 
concert halls or at least severely 
restricted to the absolute mini- 
mum number of pictures taken 
when the artist. is not actually 
performing. Last night, thero 
was a_ continual - movement 
during the frst halt of the pro- 
grammo on the part of the 
photographers and flashes both 
ot .us-‘and: the. stage. These 
were jolned by o noisy cine- 
cameta. whose whirrings could 
be clearly, heard on the other. 
side of the. auditorium.
